At 10 ;30 the Fifth liegiment, consist- 
ing for the occasion of one company 
from Westminster, two from Vancouver 
and two from Victoria, marched ' to the 
parade ground under command of Lieut. 

Worsnop, The JllaejaoketB 300 
strong, under Capt. Adair, of H.M.S. 
Jmperieuse, and the Marines and Engi- 
nccrs under Lieut, Col. Wheeler, 
li. M. A., awaited their arrival. 
Tae Admiral waa saluted and 
the troops matched past us usual. From 
this parade ground the troops marched 
through the principal streets to tlte 
muaii; of the bands of the flagship lui- 
j)erieuee, and those of the iiegiinerit 
from Victoria and Vancouver. Tuere 
was a large turnout to witneea the dis- 
play. Ol course the Bluejackets were 
loudly cheered, and deservedly so, but 
the auxiliaries were by uo means so far 
behind as to create unfavor- 
able comment. In fact several of 
tbe Naval officers expressed them- 
selves' aa surprised at the improvement 
made by the Vancouver men aiuce 
they bad last seen them, and the 'Vic- 
toria cuiupauies came in for a large 
share ef praise from all sides, owing to 
their precision in drill, suldier-liko ap- 
pearance and steadiness in marching 
past.

AbDEiESiior Oa.mi', July L— The great 
Jubilee review of troops took pluce to- 
day. Queen's weather prevailed, aud 
the town of Aldershot was gaily decorat- 
ed' with flags and festoons of flowers.

Qaeeh 
Victoria arrived at Farnborough shortly 
before four o'clock and waa received by 
the Commander - in - Chief, Lonl 
VVolseley; the Adjutant-General, Sir 
Redvers Buller ; the Ciuartermaster- 
General, Sir Evelyn Wood, aud a 
brilliant staff.

the colonial premiers, and a 
brilliant throng of titled specta- 
tors. The march past waa 
by squadrons, batteries and double com- 
panies. The firing of a royal salute 
closed the ceremony. The colonial 
troops lined the route fallowed by the 
Queen afteir./lesving the^. salutine; point. 
The heaV!|'«raB intense- and the crowd 
present' was, .enormous. 

The Queen was greeted with the great- 
eat enthusiasm. On arriving at; the 
aaluting point Her Majesty's carriage 
drew up in front of those occupied by the 
Princess of Wales and the Duchess of 
Connaught. The royal party was 
surrounded by a glitterinK crowd 
of attaches and the members 
of the different royal familiea 
now in England. The Prince ot Wales 
wore the uniform of hia regiment, the 
10th Hussars, to which tbe late Duke of 
Clarence, bis son, belonged. The Duke 
of Cambridge wore the uniform of a field 
marshal, and the Duke of York 
wore a Hussar uniform. The Queea 
seemed much interested in tfie march 
past and amiled as the Prince of Wales,' 
the Duke of York and the Duke of Gam- 
bridge led their regiments past her..

RIOTlSi IN OALGDTTA. 

Police ^trols Compelled to Fire on the

Calodtta, July 1.— Se"riou8 rioting 
among the Mus.sulmans occurred hero 
yesterday evening.

The day's 
proceedings were approjiriatily begun 
by the laying of tho louudation of a hos- 
pital for the district, to be called the 
Victoria Diamond Jubilee hospital. The 
site ohoaeu and dedicated for the pur- 
pose by Mr. It. L. T. Galbraith is a very 
pretty one >m the banks of Wild Horse 
creek iu rear of the town, and in a 
beaulilul grove of everu'reens. 

The ceremony was of the most modest 
description, and was begun by a few ap- 
propriate remarks from .Mr. Cialbraitli, 
who called on Dr. 11. Walt to set the 
corner post. This was don(! with the as- 
sistance of Mr. John Grassick, the 
builder, and the Doctor then in a brief 
speech announced the name by which 
tlie hospital would be known, and spoke 
of the honor done him in being allowed 
to thus lay tho foundation of an institu- 
tion BO eminently and immediately 
necessary in a rapidly developing min- 
ing district such aa East Kootenay. He 
waa followed hy Dr. Lindsay, of Cal- 
gary, and by lawyers Harvey and Ross, 
and the proceeding.s closed by the sing- 
ing of the National Anthem. 

The races, games and sporta were 
watcheil with unabated interest during 
the whole afternoon, and night too soon 
l)rought to a clone a very lively football 
match between a team of whites and 
Kootenay Indians. The crowd in town 
waa a notably i|uiet .and orderly one, and 
thoroughly entered into the spirit of the 
celebration. A pleasant and well at- 
tended ball at the Dalgardno house car- 
ried the day's enjoyment well into the 
morning of the 23rd.

NO TIMS TO BE LOST. 

The Boundary Greek Times is au- 
thority for the statement that the Seattle 
& International railway is to be pushed 
into the Boundary Creek country. We 
reprint on this page what the Times 
says on the subject. This is quite in 
accord with what we have heard at inter- 
rals lately. When the Minister of Rail- 
■wayB Tras in Seattle last fftll, the inten- 
tion of the Seattle & International to 
build in this direction was brought un- 
der his notice, and he expressed himself 
very strongly on the desirability of a 
Canadian road being first in the Qeld. A 
hundred miles of railway will tap this 
valuable country, and as the roate is not 
a Teiy difficult one, we believe it would 
be possible, if a beginning were made at 
once, to have the rails ready for trafSc 
very early next year. Indeed, it might 
Iw possible to run over a portion of the 
line before snow flies. 

There is no time to be lost in this mat- 
ter. The people ought to . show them- 
selves thoroughly in earnest in their 
demands. It happens that one or two 
avenues, through wliich public opin- 
ion might naturally be expected 
to express itself on this ques- 
tion, are blocked by self-interest. 
Unfortnnately those controlling them 
are more interested in the success of a 
project out of which they hope to make 
some money than in the advancement 
of the general welfare of the Province. 
The mass of the people are, however, 
very deeirous of seeing the line built 
Irom Penticton to Boundary Creek at 
once, and so long as proper regulations 
are made in regard to freight rates, they 
do not care who builds it. We suggest 
to the people along the proposed line 
and at its termini that they begin and 
continue an earnest agitation until their 
just demands are recognized. Agitate! 
Agitate ! ! Agitate ! ! ! 



AMBITIOUS JAPAN. 

.lapan is at present occupying a largo 
place in the public eye. The Jjondon 
Graphic regards the various foreign 
qBeBtions with which the island em- 
pire of the Orient is identified as the in- 
itiative of a great movement, which it 
characterizes aa "The Yellow Peril." 
"We are inclined to think tliat a disposi- 
tion exists to exploit in a Bensational 
way anything relating to Japaneee 
policy ; but at the same time it is impos- 
sible to overlook the evidence of an am- 
bitions restlessness on the part of the 
Mikado's kingdom. The result of the 
war with China and the action of the 
nations of the Caucasian race in recog- 
nizing Japan as being upon the same 
plane of civilization with themselves has 
natnrsliy bad a profound effect upon the 
Japanese mind. This can hardly be a 
snrpriee, for all must concede that the 
progress made by that people since the 
Marquis Ito perfected the new constitu- 
tion and carried it into successful oper- 
utiou, is such as not only to inspire, but 
to warrant extravagant anticipations of 
future greatness. His Colonist inter- 
view was the only notable utterance 
made by the Marquis since he left 
JapaDi^^nd has been reproduced in the 
leading Japanese papers. It may 
very properly he regarded as a 
declaration to the world of 
the dominant Japanese idea and 
nwy be studied with profit. In this 
interview , the Marquis made three 
poiats. One was that events have de- 
monetmted that t he Japanese are natur- 
ally superior to other Oriental races. A 
itecond was that the foundations of the 
<u)nntr\'B future greatness is to bo the 
common school. The third was that 
Japan claims to be the peer in all essen- 
tiat poiotB of anj^ .r-iyilized nation. Un- 
le34 lliese poiniqi;are kept in mipd, and 



the fact is not forgotten that .Tapanese 
soldiers and sailors have had a taste of 
the glory of successful war and are not 
averse to another experience, we shall 
fail rightly to grasp, the policy of Japan's 
government. v - 

It is interesting to note some of the 
recent featurea of JapancBO foreign pol- 
icy. When the legislature of this Pro- 
vince passed a law to exclude Japanese 
workmen from certain lines of employ- 
ment, the emperor caused a etcong 
protest to be made to the Federal Gov- 
ernment against such a measure receiv- 
in«; the royal assent. When the Con- 
gress ot the United States set about 
framing a new tariff and proposed to 
impose heavy duties on Japanese pro- 
ducts, a protest was sent to Washington 
and strong threats of commercial 
retaliation were at once made. 
When Hawaii showed a dispo- 
sition to disregard her treaty 
obligations, a Japanese special com- 
missioner ,was dispatched to Hono- 
lulu on a diplomatic mission, but he was 
sent on a war vessel. When the pro- 
posed Hawaiian annexation treaty was 
sent to the United States Senate, a pro- 
test, in which was a scarcely veiled 
threat, was sent from the Japanese for- 
eign office. 

These incidents have been conspicu- 
ous, and they show au ai;tivi!.y un the 
part of the Oriental power which cer- 
tainly bears out the position taken by 
the Marquis Ito as to the subBtantial 
equality in an international sense of 
Japan and the other great powers. They 
demonstrate that, in the determination 
of all questions relating to the future of 
the Paoittc Ocean, Japan must be reck 
oned with. 

During the last yeai: reports have come 
from Mexico, Central America, and the 
United States of Colombia to the effect 
that the Japanese government is seeking 
to acquire certain rights in those coun- 
tries for colonies. Not many particulars 
have been received, and auch as are at 
liand came through United States chan 
nels and are rendered in a great measure 
valueless by reason of transparent ex- 
aggeration ; but the simple fact that such 
negotiations are pending is of intense in 
terest in connection with the question of 
Japan's ambition. The island empire of 
the Orient may treat the world to a new 
surprise at any day. 

In illustration of the sentiment which 
animates the new Japan, reference may 
be made to a speech by Count Okuma, 
the present premier. Eeferring to the 
fact that in two years the country will 
be open to foreigners, who may go where 
they like and transaot what buBlness 
they choose therein, he told his hearers

who insisted on what they deemed their 
rights, being different in that rpspect 
irom Japanese, whose rule of conduct 
was to do their duty, and lie urged upon 
them to adopt the foreign idea in this 
respect. 

CunuENCY reform is likely to be the 
principal subject dealt with by President 
McKiuley in his next message to Con- 
gress. It is alleged that he will favor 
the retirement of the greenbacks and 
the Bubatitation of a bank currency on a 
similar basis to that of the Canadian 
banks. The probabilities are all against 
auch a measure passing, In the Senate 
it would be opposed by the silver inter- 
ests and its passage would be most eOec- 
tually blocked. In this event the elec- 
tions of 1898 will be run on the issue of 
bank currency and a gold standard vs. 
national currency and bimetalllBm. We 
think that the party supporting the lat 
ter will win. The silver men very nearly 
carried the country last year; that ia, a 
change of a few votes in a few localities 
would have made Bryan president. The 
promises on which McKinley was elected 
are all as yet unfulfilled, and if an ex 
cited campaign on the fiaancial issue is 
precipitated by the presidential measago 
in December, the revival of business, 
now apparently probable, will be at once 
checked. Hard tiinea in 189S will mean 
a Democratic congress iu 181)9 — or ratlier 
a congress with a majority of Democrats 
and Populists committed to the free 
coinage ot silver.

Now that the jjeople of Japan have 
humbled in the dust their traditional 
oueiniea the Cliinese they have come to 
the conclusion that their revolutionized 
country haa reached its vigorous man- 
hood, and is now quite capable of taking 
care of itself anywhere and at all times. 
Just at present the United States of 
America has the unfortunate diatinctiou 
of being in the disfavor of the versatile 
and volatile little brown men, and some 
of the editorial emanations of the Japan- 
ese press during the past three months 
— produced by the proposal to annex 
Hawaii to the stars and stripes, and 
later by the discrimination against Japan- 
ese products of certain sections of tho new 
tarill— would do credit to the most blood- 
thirsty of Uncle Si'muel'a Jingoes. In 
this connection the"Jiji" appears to 
lead the procession, remarking with re- 
ference to the immigration difficulty with 
Hawaii, that the governments at Hono- 
lulu and at Washincton, appear to bo 
still ill informed as to the nature of the 
power with which they have to deal. 

" Japan," it Bays, " ia not a nation to 
be bluffed or bullied; we do not court 
the issues of war with all its attendant 
miseries, but neither do we fear the 
gage whenever it may become necessary 
for the armies of Japan again to take the 
field for the honor of the flag and the 
protection of the rights of its citizens— 
either at home or abroad." 

Nor is the preas alone heard from in 
regard to the aubjecta causing dissatis- 
faction with the attitude of the United 
States on certain large public quoationa. 
Count Okuma, the Prime Minister and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, delivered 
himself as follows at Shizuoka recently 
with regard to the new tarifl" now being 
revised by the American legislators : 

" Referring to the proposed cuatoms 
duties of the United States I may atate 
that it IB a very important subject, and 
beara upon the tea business of Shizuoka 
prefecture. I cannot now make con- 
clusive statements regarding the tariff, 
but I believe that the majority of the 
people of the United States are opposed 
to its coming into force, because Japan- 
ese tea is the chief beverage of the 
middle class, although it is seldom used 
among the higher classes except when 
blended with other tea. The majority 
of the people in all countries are the 
lower classes. The United States con- 
gress does not represent the financial but 
the numerical population. The majority 
of the people are now suffering a great 
deal on account of thia sudden heavy 
duty, which ia just doubling the ordin- 
ary price of tea to the customer. There- 
fore I presume thia heavy duty will bo 
opjiosed by public opinion, but it is not 
known yet exactly what will occur. But 
this subject is not a pleasant one for 
Shizuoka prefecture, and we feel sorry 
for the imposition of so heavy a tax, 
which will prove an impediment to 
general trade, which trade has connected 
us so closely with the United States. 

'• On account of the heavy duty to be 
imposed on tea an equivalent duty will 
he put upon our chiel articles of export, 
such as silks, rugs anil carpets. This ia 
an unpleasant fact to lace, hut there is 
no help for it. The Usiiled Slates does 
not projiose levying a heavy duty on 
Jnpancsegoods only, hut the aauie duty 
will belaid upon tea from Cliina and 
India, and aiao from llioso silks import- 
ed into .\Mierica from I'rauce, Switzer- 
land and (ireat Britain. Ttio average 
annual value of the imports of the 
United Slates is yen 700,000,000, of 
which yen 25,000,000 comes from Japan. 
Up to the present a quarter of Japan's 
exports to the States consisted of silk 
and tea, which were duty free. This be- 
ing the case it will be manifest that the 
proposed new tiriff will affect Japan 
more than it will England, prance and 
Belgium. It appears that the only 
courte open is to warn America that 
.Japan and other powers will reciprocate 
by imnosing lieavy duties ujjon her 
goods."

THE BOSCOWITZ CASE. 

The Effort to Prove Him a United States 
Citizen Before the Sealing 
Commission. 

When the Behring sea commission mot 
in Montreal last month, the most inter- 
esting IjusineHH, aa already reported, re- 
lated to the attempt on the part of tlie 
United States representatives to eatah- 
lisli that Jlr. Joseph Boscowilz of thia 
city, one of the claimants, is really an 
American citizen. Ttiu following ib Irom 
the iMontr(!al Gazette's report :

tration, in Paris, in 1892, and the coun- 
sel for the United States, without regard 
to their own views, were instructed to 
raise' the question before the present 
commission. In order to establish the 
naturalized citizenship of Joseph Bosco- 
witz they had searched the records of the 
places where he had. lived, so far aa they 
could ascertain them, and they had 
found that lie liad engaged in several 
litigations in which it became essential 
to hia intereats to show that he was an 
American citizen. In these cases he had 
sworn to that citizenship. It appeared 
from the recwrd that during the who'e 
time that the commission was sitting in 
Victoria, Joseph Boscowitz was in that 
city; and on the last day preceding 
the dose of eeesiong there he was 
on the stand and testified that 
when .he took the oaths that he waa 
an American citizen, he supposed 
that he was such. He was, however, 
satisfied tliat he might have been mia- 
taken ; but he did not know whether he 
was or not. Cross-examination showed 
that between the claimant and his 
father Aaron Boscowilz, who waa a 
Bavarian by birth, pleasant relations 
did not exist, and it also threw light on 
some of the places where the Bosco- 
witzes had resided in the fJnited States. 
ITpon learning thia, the counsel for the 
I'nited States at once proceeded, by 
lelegrarii, to have the records at Mineral 
Point and Madison, Wis., investigated, 
with a view to ascertaining what they 
could regarding the Bost^owitzea and 
naturalization papers, and this investi- 
gation could not be completed before the 
commission adjourned. Taking into con- 
sideration all these facts, it waa submit- 
ted that counsel was entitled to put in 
the result of the investigations at Min- 
eral Point and at Madison. 

The commrstioners having intimate i 
that the motion might ho read, this was 
done. It showed that on August 24, 
1852, Aaron Boscowitz, father of the 
present claimant, declared before the 
clerk of tho Circuit court of Dane 
county. Wis., that it was his intention 
to bceoino a naturalized citizen of tho 
United States. That statement, of 
course, only referred to the taking out of 
preliminary papers. The court records 
for the period at which the final natural- 
ization papers would be issued— two 
years after the preliminary papers had 
been taken out— were missing. Further, 
the voters' lists at Mineral Point showed 
that one A. Boscowitz had voted at a 
judicial election there, thua showing 
that he waa a citizen of the United 
States. 

lion. Mr. Peters opposed the granting 
of the motion. He pointed out that any 
jicreoii in the state of Wisconsin who had 
aigiiilied hia intention of becoming a 
naturalized citizen of the United Stalea, 
... (1 had resided in the atate for at least 
fine year, could vote; so tliat the fiict of 
Aaron Jtoscowitz having exercised the 
friinchiLe was no iiresumption whatever 
that he was actually a naturalized citi- 
zen at the time he voted.

THE CROW'S NEST ACr. 

An Act to Authorize a Sdl)sidy for ii:,:ic4ffi<' 
.■iiay Through the Crow's Nest [ 

Pass, ■ ■ • ■ 1 * 

Her Majesty, by and with the advica 
and consent of the Senate and House o£ 
Commons of Canada, enautB as follows: 

1. Subject to the conditions herein- 
after mentioned, the Goveruor-in-Coua- 
L'il niiiy grant to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company a subsidy towards the 
construction of a railway from l.,eth- 
bridge, in tlie Territory of Alborta, 
through the Orow's Neat Pass to^NelBon, 
in the province uf British ^ Qolumbiic. 
(which railway ia hereiaafter called 
" tbc Crow's Nest Line,") tii ihe esteat 
of eleven thouaaod dollars* per mils 
thereof, and not exceeding in the whole> 
the sum of three million six hundre«L 
and thirty thoasand dollars, payable by- 
instalments on tho completion of eachof 
the peveral sections of the said railway 
of tho length reapectivelj' of not fete 
iliaii ten niilea, luul the remainder oti 
tlio t;oinpletion of the whole of the sai<t 
railway; jirovided that an afrreement be- 
tween the i^overtiiuent and the coiiipauy 
is first entered into in Eiich form as tiiu 
Governor-in-Connt^il thinks lit, contain- 
ing covenants to the following effect, 
that is to say : 

On the part of the company : 

(a. J That the company will conatruct: 
or cause to be constructed, the said rail- 
way upon such route and according toi 
such descriptions and apeciflcations and 
within such time or times as are pro- 
vided for in the said agreement, awl^ 
when completed, will operate tha sakt 
railway forever;

or leased "by or operated on accoant oC 
the company south of the company's 
main line in British Columbia, as well 
as the rates and tolls between any point 
on any such line or lines of railway and 
any point on the main line of the com- 
pany throughout Canada, or any other 
railway owned or leased by or oper- 
ated on account of the company, 
including its lines of atcamera in 
British Columbia, shall bo lirst ap- 
proved by the Governor-in-Council oc 
by a railway commission, if and wfteii 
such commission is establislied Ijy law, 
and shall at all times thereafter an<i 
from time to time be subject to revision 
and control in the inannex aforesaid ; 

(d.) That a reduction shall be made in; 
the general rates and tolls of the com- 
pany as now charged, or as contained iiL 
its present freight tariff, whichever rates 
are now the lowest, for carloads or other- 
wise, upon the classes of merchandise 
hereinafter mentioned, westbound, from • 
and including Fort William and all 
points east of Fort William on the com- 
pany's railway to all points west of Fort 
William on the company's main Iine,'Or 
on any line of railway throughout Can- 
ada owned or leased by or operated cm 
account of the company, whether th« 
shipment is by all rail or by lake anrt 
rail, such reduction to be to the e.'ctent 
of the following percentages respective- 
ly, namely : 

Upon all green and fresh fruits, 
per cent. ; 

Coal oil, 20 per cent. ; 

Cordtige and binder twine, 10 per 
cent. ; 

Agricultural implements of all kinds, 
set up or in parts, 10 per cent. ; 

Iron, including bar, band, Canada, 
plates, galvanized, sheet, pipe, pipi - 
fittings, nails, spikes and horse shoes, Vl 
per cent. ; 

All kinds of wire, 10 per cent. ; 

Window glass, 10 per cent. ; 

Paper for building and roofing pur- 
poEOH, 10 per cent. ; 

Roofing felt, box and packing, 10 per 
cent. : 

Paints of all kinds and oils, 10 pe/ 
cent. ; 

Live stock, 10 per cent. ; 

Wooden ware, 10 per cent. ; 

Household furniture, 10 per cent.; 

And that no bicber rates than sucli re-> 
ducbd rates or lolls shall be hereafter 
charged by the company upon any tti fc 
mercliandise carried by the company be- 
tween the points aforesaid ; such redac- 
tions to take place on or before the first 
of January, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-eight; 

(e.) That there shall be a reduction ok 
the company's present rates and tolls in 
grain and fiour from all points on its main 
line, branches or connections westof Fojfi 
William to Fort William and Port Ar- 
thur and points east, of three cents per 
one hundred pounds, to take ellect in 
the following manner: One and one- 
lialf cent per one hundrotl pounds on or 
before tho first day of Sejitcmber, one 
tliousami eiglit humircd ami ninety- 
eight, and an additional one and one- 
half cent per one linndicd pounds on or 
liclore the first day of September, one 
thouHiuid eight hunclretl antl nintity- 
niiie: and that no higher rates than suck 
reduced rates or tolls shall he charged 
after the dates mentioned on Buch mer- • 
chamliso from the points aforesaid: 

And on the part of the government, to 
pay the said subsidy by Instalments ae 
aforesaid. 

a. The company shall be bound t» 
carry out in all' respects the said agree- 
ment, and may do whatever is neces- 
sary for that purpose. 

■i. In order to facilitate such finimcrKl 
arrangements as will enable the company 
to complete the railway as aforesaid with- 
out delay and to aciiuire and consolidate 
with it the railway from Uunmore to 
Lethbridge, hereinafter called "the 
Alberta Jirancb," which, under thf. 
authority of chapter thirtv-eiglit of the 
statutes of ISO;!, it now" operates as 
lessee, and ia under covenant to par- 
chaee, the company may issue bonds 
which will 1 e a first lien and charge and

At the Natural History Society meet- 
ing a few evenings ago an intereating re- 
port waa presented regarding an expedi- 
tion by the membera to Cadboro Bay, at 
which place a number of Indian ciirns 
nr mounds were opened. Prof. Dr. von 
den Steimen, president of the Geographi- 
cal Society, Berlin, was present and 
asaisted in the exhumation. It may be 
stated' that there are liandreds, or at 
least a great many of these cairna in that 
vicinity and also at a number of points 
in and around Victoria city. 

On the occasion in question six of 
these were opened. The monndB are 
oval in shape and about three feet above 
the surface, iifteen-to' twenty feet long 
and from ten to -.twelve -tfeet wide. On 
the top is earth which covers a layer of 
heavy stones and boulders eomewliat 
regularly laid, with a larger atone in tiie 
centre. Underneath the atone ia a layer 
about one foot thick of gravel, under 
which again is a flat unhewn stone cov- 
erinc a box or sarcophaghua in which is 
found what remains exist. The labor 
involved in opening them ia therefore 
considerable. In two of them were found 
a conBiderable deposit of charcoal and 
aahea below the flat atone, and at the 
bjttom of tbe cavity waa found a little 
layer of grey earth which coneiated of 
decompoaed fleah. Three" of the cairna 
were destitute of charcoal; in two was 
tbe characteristic gray earth matdsr ; and 
one of tbe three had no remains ii; it at 
all. 

In one, however, a most !m portant 
diac6very waa made; it contained a com- 
plete akeleton which, judging from the 
eizeof the bones, was that of a large, 
maaaive and strong man who would 
stand about five feet ten or eleven inches 
in height. The body lay on the leftside 
with the feet to the north and liead to 
the south and face to the west; the body 
had been doubled up, tho hands on tlie 
face, the knees to the chin ; the enclo- 
sure in which tho skeleton waa fountl 
was a complete sepulciire tliree feet 
long, two feet wide and fourteen inches 
deep; the akull waa slightly defonned 
artificially on the left side, and tlie teeth 
in the lower ;Jaw were fully preserved 
and in good condition ; the rib and 
breast bones were completely gone, The 
general structure of the akull was dif- 
ferent to that of the ordinary Si wash and 
unlike that of any of the existing types 
of Indians, a fact which, together with 
the unusual conditioQS sorrottnding the 
body, would lead to the concluaion that 
the remains were those of a tribe or race 
of Indifins altogether pre-historiu, and 
concerning which no knowledge exiisted 
among the living Indians or regarding 
which they seem to have no traditions. 

A considerable discussion arose on this 
point, as to whether they were pre-hia- 
toric or not. It was pointed out that so 
far as known, no Indians of the present 
day, or at any time within the memory 
or knowledge of man on this Coast, had 
entombed their dead in this way; and 
the somewhat peculiar circumstance was 
pointed out that in none of the cairna 
opened on this occasion nor in any of 
the cairns heretofore opened at any 
time were there found ornaments or im- 
plements of war such aa the Indians are 
known to bury with their dead rela- 
tives. 

Professor von den Steimen said that 
tbe stone boxes in which the remains 
were fonnd were exactly similar to those 
found in Europe, to some oi which great 
ages had been set. Regarding the 
period to which these Indiana belonged, 
there was nothing, he said, to indicate 
whether ihey were 200 or 2,000 years 
old, and ii was eometliiug upon which it. 
waa extremely difficult to venture any 
opinion. So far as could be ascertained 
tlie Indians of British Colninbia could 
give no explanation nor liavi they any 
traditions regardini; the origin of llieae 
cairn or mound builders; but Mr. Hast- 
ings stated that in vVasliington and Ore- 
gon where Indian cairns had been found 
the Indiana said that the remains were

tljose of " stick Indians," a term which 
it was e.xplained meant Indians of the 
woods, which existed in their imagina- 
tion aa monsters of some kind, like the 
Wandlgo of the Eastern Indians. So 
far could bo ascertained by tbe evi- 
dences afforded by these graves, their 
contents and surroundings, the Indiana 
who made them had no connection 
whatsoever with the present race on this 
island or in British Columbia. 

It may be remarked also , that^ all the 
motiMa were due north- and r'sbuthJ^^^^ 
the case of the onein which the skeleton 
was found this dilTdrence was noticed 
by Mr. Hastings, that on all previous 
occasions when remaina were found the 
head waa to the north and the feet to 
the south; in this case the feet were 
to the north and the head to the south. 
It waa also observed that near the cairns 
which contained ashes and charcoal 
there were rows of seats made of stone 
around them on tho top of the ground. 
These were called for convenience " sac- 
rificial stones," and it is supposed that 
the relatives of the deceased or members 
of the tribe to wliicli the deceased be- 
longed sat around on these and watched 
the process of burial and burning. 

The members of the Natural History 
Society intend to pursue their investiga- 
tions further, and for the purpose of get- 
ting exact data will make sketchea of the 
localities in which the cairns occur, 
photograph the mounds before and after 
opening, and take most minute observa- 
tiona concerning the remains in order 
that some delinito conclusion may be ar- 
rived at regarding tho period to which 
they belonged, their origin and signitic- 
ance. 

An expedition was made to McNeill 
Bay yesterday, and another of the 
mounds was opened up on the Pomber- 
ton estate. It was considered, after a 
close investigation, that the mounds 
were not used for cremation purpoaes, 
but merely for burial. 

BED CEDAB BOOMING. 

Nothing Like the Demand — Everybody 
^ Wants Shingles. 

Both from Minneapolis and Chicago 
marketa come reports ol unusual activity 
in the red cedar shingle market. A Min 
neapolis report says : 

" Three waa never such a famine in 
red cedar shinitles as there is at the 
present time. The oldest dealers in this 
item have never seen such a demand 
and they never want to aee such a short- 
age of stock again. The mills on the 
coast eeein to bo doing all they can to 
fill the orders, but orders are certainly 
beyond their capacity. Tlie best deal- 
ers in this city are turning down orders 
for lack of stock. Tho market ia 
stiir at ^l.'JO, and if so be that a car 
should come to town unsold the dealer 
could get .$2 without asking twice. 
Everybody who handles cedar shingles, 
and that is about everybody who handles 
any kind of lumber, ia stuck on filling 
orders, and consequently there ia much 
said about red cedar shingles. This 
shortage ia helping out the white cedars, 
80 that they will have no trouble in dis- 
posing of these stocks. It is getting in 
Its work on the stocks of white pine 
abingles in this market. There are no 
heavy stocks of these, and the dealer 
who can sell in car lots is not common.' 
But there are a few who can do it, and 
such are having a good trade. It is very 
evident that there ia no more popular 
item in the lumber market to-day than 
shingles, red cedar, white cedar, white 
pine or any old thing." 

The Northwestern Lumberman of Chi- 
cago has the following report : 

" Red cedar shingles are still in active 
demand, with the supnly for prompt 
shipment limited. The mills are filling 
up with orders, and in most cases have 
enough orders on their books to keep 
them running for the next thirty daya. 
There are no care in transient to this 
market that are unplaced, and when one 
is shipped without an order for a special 
destination there are plenty of dealers 
ready to take it, The price ia firm, and 
oars for extra prompt delivery easily 
command a good premium, as tho de- 
mand in many cases is urgent, and it is 
not a matter of price with the dealer, 
but of how soon the car will get in. The 
jobbers are daily refusing orders because 
they cannot promise as prompt ship- 
ment as the (lealers desire, and all of 
them are complaining on account of not 
being able to get shingles fast enough to 
supply the demand. They look for the 
present situation to continue for tlio 
next six months or two at least, and the 
inost of ihem look for a good demand 
and firm prices tlirough the season." 

MR. SHEPPARD'S MOVEilENTS. 

His Proposed Itinerary Interrupted and He 
Goes South by Rail. 

Writing from San Francisco on June 
2G, Mr. E. K. Slieppard, Canadian com- 
missioner to tho Central and South Am- 
erican republics, says: 

"I find the Pacific Mail Steamer Aca- 
pulco, which was to have sailed on Jlon- 
day, the 2Slh, ia lyinu in (luarantino in 
some Mexican port. The sa. I'ara, of 
the same line, is lying here in tiiiaran- 
tine, the captain having died, it ia sup- 
fiosed, of ytdlow fever. This practical- 
ly blockades the West Coast porta of 
Mexico and Central America for two 
weeks, and probably for some time to 
cjme. 

"In view of this I leave for Mexico 
City by train on Monday evening, and 
will look after trade intereata there first 
of all, and may posaibly first do the 
Eaet Coast of South America, and re- 
turn by the Wdat Coast, so as to land in 
Victoria early in December."

Dr.\T. , J. Jones; wfiio' liM'-lda^ 
from the Boundar'f' country says much 
disappointmtBnt was shown by the peo- 
ple of the various mining districts in 
that part of the province at the failure 
of tho Dominion govi-rnment to subsi- 
dize a railway lino to Penticton. There 
were aeveral large capitalists he knew of 
who had been prepared to invest, but 
when the news came they decided not 
to operate. With immense bodies of low 
grade ore cheap transportation is im- 
perative to open up the Boundary Creek 
country properly and consequently the 
failure of tho ellbrts to secure a railway 
waa a keen blow to tho people. The 
chief object of Dr. Jones' trip was in 
connection with the Cascade Water 
Power and Light Co., in which he is 
largely interested and while away he 
arranged about aurveya and other re- 
quirementa of the act. At Caacade City 
where the company will take their power 
there is a aplendid stream with a fall of 
aixty feet which will furnish excellent 
power for the transmission of ,elec 
tricity. Dr. Jones states that men 
will be put to woi-k at once also on tbe 
telephone system of the company, 
which will connect all the southern 
camps of that portion of the province 
with the Washington long-distance sys- 
tem. The country ia by no means only 
a mineral one, for Dr. Jones aays that 
there are large tracts of as fine agricul 
tnral land aa one would wish to see. At 
Carson, six or eight milea from Grand 
Forks, he saw magnificent orchards, and 
a month ago Mayor Manley of Grand 
Forks took him out to visit hia ranch, 
five miles from town, where vegetables, 
grain and hay were growing in tine con- 
dition. With hay .$40 a ton and oata 4 
cents a pound, the farmer has nothing 
to complain of in tho way of prices. 
Grand Forks, Dr, Jones considera one 
of tbe very finest locations for a large 
city in the Interior. There are over 
0,000 mining locations within a radius 
of 25 miles, and lately there; have been 
eome now quartz discoveries made and 
opened up on tho West Fork of Kettle 
river, with very promising results. 

A good deal of development work is 
being done at Camp McKinney, and 
on the way in the stage in which 
Dr. Jones was, paased another coming 
out with an .tlLOOO gold brick 'from the 
famous Cariboo mine. The Cariboo ia 
putting 20 tons through the mill every 
24 hours and the concentrates are being 
shipped to Denver lor treatment. Three 
or four other mines in the vicinity are 
doing a good deal of development work. 

Dr. Jones speaks highly of the Green- 
wood camp, where amonu other mines is 
the Mother Lode, an enormous body of 
ore with a ledge on which workings 
have gone 120 feet from one wall with- 
out yet striking the other. Mr. W. A. 
Carlyle, provincial mineralogist, was at 
Long Lake when Dr. Jones was at 
Greenwood, and was working up gradu- 
ally to Grand Forks examining the vari- 
ous minint» camps and gathering mate- 
rial for a report. More development 
waa being done at Greenwood than in 
the other campa in the district. 

The great fiee milling camp. Dr. 
Jones saya, is at Fairview, though there 
are also copper properties tliere aa well, 
lie had an opportunity of visiting the 
Tin Horn, which has four tunnels driven 
in on the ledge from the mountain side. 
The upper tunnel is over 000 feet above 
the lowest, and the mine is ao favorably 
situated in the mountain that the ledge 
has been proved by tho lowest tunnel, a 
winze and a crosscut, to be 15 feet wide 
with no wall yet. The mill ia now under 
way and the whole of the workings and 
machinery liavebeen placed in first class 
shape. 

Another portion of the mining country 
visited was Kamloops, where a good deal 
of prospecting is being done. On the 
Iron Cap, which Patay Clarke bonded a 
short time ago, two shifts were at worii 
and were dowii 50 feet when Dr. Jones 
was there, and on Wednesday, on the 
train, he heard that the second payment 
would be made this month and the sale 
would go through all right. The amount 
of the bond is $20,000. 

Besides specimens from various mines 
already referred to, Dr. Jones brought 
down with Inm some very fine copper 
specimens from the Peacock, Majestic 
and Oro Belle, seven miles from Nicola 
lake. In these properties Dr. Jonea is 
interested with VV. L. Challoner and D. 
E. Campbell, of thia city. On top the 
ledge shows quartis and copper carbdn- 
ates, but a little deeper the copper 
changes to a peacock, and is very prom- 
ising in appearance. Aeeaya on the top 
went .f-lO in copjier and gold, and asmall 
shipment has now been made to the 
Victoria Metallurgical Works, where a 
thorough test will bo made. Tho vein, 
which is 41! feet wide, probably never 
would have been found, as it ia covered 
with a capping, had not a stream cut 
right down through tho vein and laid a 
portion of it bare. It lies aixty niilea 
from Kamloopa and fifty from Spence's 
Bridge, the roads being so level that a 
bicycle can be used on them the whole 
diatance,
